I The first Eastern sales of Messrs. 
| Williams & Radford was held in the 
spring of 1898. They offered twelve 
yearlings and received for them 
$6,777. Of «hese twelve six proved 
stake winners Mesmerist.

Feed is Cooked. 

Another unusual feature of the 
farm is that l«.(li mares and yearl- 
ings are fed all winter long four 
times a day. the last feed of about 
half measure being given at 9 or 10 
o'clock at night. The feed usc4| 
with them is all cooked. It is a 
mash of ground oats, corn and brajb, 
which is thoroughly cooked in a 
steam feed cooker which Dr, Wil- 
liams himself invented. This 
method of cooking has been custom- 
ary in England for years, both for 
breeding stock and for hor.ies in 
training, but is just now being Intro- 
duced into this country. Dr. Wil- 
liams was probably the first breeder 
in Kentucky, if not in America, to 
adopt it. The cooker which he in- 
vented and which has now been 
patented and is on the market, was 
pronounced this fall by Mr. Douglas 
H. Grand, of England, to be superior 
to any cooker used In that country. 
No detailed description of it will be 
attempted here, but it may be said 
to be beyond doubt thoroughly ade- 
quate to its purposes and most con- 
venient in its arrangement. 

The barns ond outbuildings of 
Adelbert Stud are probably as com- 
plete and as well located as those of 
any stock farm that might be named. 
They are clustered in the rear of 
the residence at a suitable distance 
from it and form a sort of court 
there. Thus all the stock, when 
housed, is so close at hand that it 
may readily have the personal atten- 
tion of the proprietor and he is en- 
abled to give his personal supervis- 
ion to details which would be impos- 
sible were the buildings not so com- 
pactly placed.

The Adelbert Stud. 

The farm of Messrs. Williams & 
Radford is known as the Adelbert 
Stud (theGerman for Albert) named, 
of course, in honor of the hor.se that 
is at its head and to which his fame 
is due. As slated before, it em- 
braces 1(30 acres and lies just outside 
the city limits on the edge of Hop- 
kinsville. Through good luck its 
owners were enabled to purchase it 
for practically a song. With the im- 
provements which they have put on 
it and with the grow th of the town 
in that direction, it could now be 
sold for many times the original 
purchase price. 

There are about thirty mare on 
the place, which is the largest num- 
ber that have ever been retained 
there, The policy of Dr. Williams, 
who is its active manager, is to ion- 
fine his stud to a small, select num- 
ber of mares, so that he may contin- 
ue to give them the same careful 
attention that he has devoted to 
them in the past. It is probably 
this very close attention to them 
and the equally laborious pains that 
are taken with the yearlings that has 
kept the stock in the condition to 
command the remarkable prices for 
which it has sold. In the fall after 
they have been weaned, the year- 
lings are all broken, not only to 
halter, but to bridle as well. Their 
mouths are thus gradually hardened, 
so that when time comes to train 
them they are neither frightened nor 
hurt by the bit. For some two or 
b months in the spring before
